Death  Rate.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  was 
398.  Of  this  number  156  were  deaths  of  persons  who  were  not  inhabitants 
of  Chelmsford. 


In  addition  33  deaths  were  accepted  as  deaths  of  Chelmsford  residents 
occurring  in  other  districts. 

Subtracting  156  “ outward  transfers  ” from  398,  and  adding  33  “ inward 
transfers,”  the  nett  number  of  deaths  is  275,  which  agrees  with  the  figure 
supplied  by  the  Registrar- General,  This  gives  a corrected  death  rate  of 
11.49  per  1,000  for  the  year  1929.  This  is  a low  death  rate  as  compared 
with  that  of  the  whole  country,  which  is  13.4  per  1,000. 

Infantile  Mortality.  Of  388  births  there  were  27  deaths  of  infants 
under  the  age  of  12  months.  This  gives  an  infantile  death  rate  of  69.59  per 
1,000  births,  as  compared  with  74  per  1,000  births  which  is  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1929.

The  usual  methods  of  disinfection  and  of  dealing  with  contacts  have 
been  followed  throughout  the  year.  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  has  been  pro- 
vided to  practitioners  free  of  charge. 

Tuberculosis.  See  figures  in  Appendix  on  page  12  of  this  Report. 
The  Chelmsford  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  under  the  control  of  the  County 
Council. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  ot  the  District. 

Water  Supply.  The  new  scheme,  whereby  water  is  obtained  from 
the  River  Chelmer  at  Sandford  Mill,  came  into  operation  in  March,  1929. 

A new  storage  reservoir,  treatment  tanks  and  covered  storage  tanks  for 
treated  water  have  been  constructed  of  reinforced  concrete.  The  water  flows 
by  gravity  from  an  intake  on  the  Mill  Stream,  River  Chelmer,  to  the  storage 
reservoir,  capacity  3,060,000  gallons,  and  is  delivered  through  a channel  to 
the  treatment  tanks,  1,000,000  gallons  capacity.  The  treatment  tanks  are 
divided  into  nine  compartments,  the  water  flowing  alternately  over  and 
under  the  intermediate  walls.  Sulphate  of  alumina  solution  and  lime  water 
solution  are  added  at  the  point  of  entry,  and  carbon  dioxide  gas  is  diffused 
in  the  water  in  the  penultimate  compartment.  The  water  then  flows  into 
covered  tanks  for  the  storage  of  chemically  treated  water,  total  capacity 
500,000  gallons. 

A new  pumping  station  has  been  constructed  on  the  site  of  old  Sandford 
Mill,  and  106  h.p.  Cambell  crude  oil  engine  direct  coupled  to  12-in.  by  15-in. 
vertical  treble  ram  pumps  installed  ; also  50  h.p.  and  26  h.p.  turbines 
coupled  to  12-in.  by  12-in.  horizontal  double  acting  piston  pump  and  41-h.p. 
Cambell  oil  engine  to  assist  when  river  power  is  insufficient. 

The  treated  water  is  pumped  through  Paterson  pressure  filters  to  the 
Corporation  service  reservoir  at  Longstomps,  Galley  wood,  a distance  of 
approximately  2^  miles,  through  a 12-in  rising  main.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  for  adding  chlorine  gas  to  the  water  after  filtration. 


The  apparatus  for  adding  the  lime  and  alumina  is  housed  in  the 
pumping  station,  and  a well  equipped  laboi'atory  has  been  provided  where 
constant  tests  are  made  by  a resident  chemist  to  ensure  the  supply  of  a pure 
and  wholesome  water. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  The  condition  of  the  Chelmer  and  its  tribu- 
taries which  flow  through  Chelmsford  remains  much  the  same  as  in  jiast 
years. 

Scavenging.  The  disposal  of  refuse  is  being  economically  carried  out 
by  controlled  tipping  on  the  low  lying  land  in  the  Recreation  Grounds 
extension,  men  being  constantly  employed  in  covering  the  refuse  as  it  is 
tipped  daily  and  no  nuisance  has  in  any  way  occurred. 

The  approximate  number  of  tons  of  refuse  tipped  during  the  year  was 
6,800.  The  work  is  being  done  by  six  carts. 


Summary  of  Nursing  Arrangements,  Clinics, 
Hospitals,  etc. 

District  Nursing  Association.  There  is  one  District  Nurse  in 
each  of  the  three  wards  of  the  town.  In  the  Springfield  Ward  the  District 
Nurse  undertakes  midwifery  cases,  but  the  other  two  do  not. 

Midwives.  There  are  five  fully  qualified  midwives  in  the  Borough  ; 
two  in  the  North  Ward,  two  in  the  South  Ward  and  one  in  the  Springfield 
Ward. 


Clinics,  Etc.  The  School  Clinics,  Ante-Natal  and  two  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  in  the  town  are  municipal,  whilst  the  Tuberculosis  and 
Venereal  Clinics  are  provided  by  the  Essex  County  Council. 
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Hospitals  are  the  Chelmsford  and  Essex  General  Hospital,  the  Poor 
Law  Infirmary  and  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  infectious  diseases.  There  is 
also  a Small-pox  Hospital  at  Galleywood. 

Maternity  and  Cblld  Welfare  Scheme. 

The  work  under  this  Scheme  has  been  carried  on  much  in  the  same 
way  as  in  the  previous  year.

All  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  visits  totalled  3,143 
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The  first  visit  follows  the  notification  of  birth,  and  is  with  the  object  of 
advising  the  mother  on  infant  care  and  also  about  her  own  health. 

Later  visits  are  i)aid,  varying  in  number  and  frequency  according  to  the 
requirements  of  each  case. 

In  addition  to  her  work  in  the  homes,  the  Health  Visitor  attends  with 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  the  Centres.  There  are  two  Centres  in  the 
Borough  where  mothers  may  obtain  advice  about  the  health  of  their  infants, 
these  being  at  : —

Altogether  532  infants  were  brought  to  the  Centres  by  their  mothers 
throughout  the  year,  making  in  all  3,458  attendances. 

The  voluntary  workers  have  continued  to  give  their  services  as  previously, 
and  their  assistance  has  contributed  very  materially  to  the  success  of  the 
work.  They  have  rendered  the  usual  services  of  recording  the  attendances 
and  providing  refreshments  for  the  mothers.

The  Milk  (Mothebs  and  Childken)  Order.  During  the  year  free 
milk  has  been  supplied  for  the  use  of  necessitous  mothers  and  their  infants, 
the  amount  has  been  restricted  to  one  pint  of  Grade  “A”  milk  daily  for  each 
family  supplied.  Altogether  61  families  have  been  relieved.

Causes  of  Infant  Deaths.  On  summarising  the  above  table  it  will 
be  seen  that  7 of  the  27  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life,  6 of  which 
were  due  to  Premature  Birth. 

Another  six  occurred  within  the  first  month  of  life,  five  of  which  were 
also  due  to  Premature  Birth.  So  that  nearly  half  (11  out  of  27)  of  the 
deaths  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life,  and  nearly  all  of  these  were 
due  to  Premature  Birth. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Measles,  Diarrhcea,  Enteritis,  Gastritis  or 
Rickets,  which  all  come  much  more  under  the  group  of  preventable  deaths, 
whereas  it  is  difficult  to  know  how  these  many  deaths  from  Premature 
Birth  can  be  prevented,  except  to  a limited  extent,  by  more  Ante- Natal 
examination.

The  number  of  houses  erected  in  the  Borough  during  1929  by  private 
enterprise  was  425,  of  which  382  may  be  considered  working-class  houses. 

Unfit  Houses.  In  a town  like  Chelmsford,  there  is  a large  number 
of  houses  which  are  constantly  requiring  repairs  if  they  are  to  be  kept  in  a 
condition  fit  for  human  habitation.  Owners  of  property  of  this  type  demur 
to  expending  large  sums  of  money  in  repairs  each  year  in  cases  where  the 
property  is  so  dilapidated  that  it  is  incapable  of  being  put  in  a state  of  repair 
without  some  amount  of  reconstruction.  In  some  cases  demolition  is  the 
only  satisfactory  remedy  for  this  state  of  affairs. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  about  35  houses  in  the  Borough  which  are 
only  fit  for  demolition.  These  houses  are  unfit  for  human  habitation  for 
various  reasons.  In  some  cases  houses  are  permanently  damp  from  the  fact 
that  they  are  built  on  damp  sites  adjoining  the  river.  In  other  cases  general 
dilapidation  is  the  cause  of  unfitness.  In  additon  to  the  35  houses  which 
need  demolition,  there  are  about  300  more  houses  which  are  not  entirely 
satisfactory  as  dwellings,  but  which  may  be  considered  reasonly  fit  for 


habitation  in  time  of  shortage  if  repairs  are  attended  to  regularly.

The  usual  attention  has  been  given  to  these  matters  and  considerable 
improvements  have  been  made. 

Seven  additional  water  closets  have  been  provided  where  there  was  no 
accommodation  or  where  the  accommodation  was  insufficient ; 2 defective 
water  closets  have  been  entirely  rebuilt  and  47  pedestal  basins  provided  in 
place  of  defective  and  obsolete  basins. 
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Refuse  Receptacles. 

One  hundred  and  five  lanitary  bins  have  been  provided  to  replace  dilapi- 
dated ones.  There  are  practically  no  ashpits  in  the  Borough  and  no  midden 
privies  ; there  are  about  40  pail  closets,  nearly  all  in  uusewered  areas. 
All  other  accommodation  is  properly  flushed  water  closets.  There  are  no 
hand  flushed  water  closets. 


Dwelling  Houses. 

Particulars  of  this  work  will  be  found  in  the  summary  at  the  beginning 
of  this  report. 

Four  houses  have  been  closed  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  in  addition 
to  those  closed  under  the  Housing  Acts  ; altogether  12  houses  were  closed 
during  the  year  and  19  have  been  entirely  demolished,  9 as  the  result  of 
formal  demolition  orders,  the  remainder  being  demolished  without  this 
formality  being  necessary. 


Under  the  Housing  Acts,  8 houses  were  represented  to  you  with  a 
view  to  the  making  of  Closing  Orders,  and  you  decided  to  make  the 
necessary  Order  in  each  case.  The  following  table  shows  that  considerable 
headway  has  been  made  in  getting  the  dwellings  closed  against  which 
Closing  Orders  were  made  in  1925,  1926;  1927,  1928  and  1929  : —

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Summarised,  out  of  a total  of  101  houses  against  •which  Closing  Orders 
were  made  in  1925,  1926,  1927,  1928  and  1929,  there  were  at  the  time  of 
writing  this  Eeport,  six  houses  still  occupied,  in  addition  to  three  cases  in 
which  the  Order  was  cancelled,  92  are  closed  as  dwellings,  54  ha've  been 
demolished,  five  are  being  used  as  stores  and  two  have  been  converted  into 
lock-up  shops.

Paving  of  Yards,  Passages,  dc. 

The  paving  of  36  yards  and  passages  has  either  been  repaired  or  relaid 
in  cement. 

This  makes  for  the  comfort  and  health  of  the  tenants  by  preventing,  to 
a large  extent,  dirt  and  filth  being  carried  into  the  houses,  and  is  also  a good 
investment  for  the  property  owner,  tending  to  the  preservation  of  his 
property. 

Water  Sii/pply. 

The  whole  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  a few 
isolated  houses  at  Galleywood,  where  no  v/ater  mains  are  available,  are 
supplied  from  the  Corporation  water  main.  A few  years  ago  gieat  attention 
was  given  to  the  question  of  the  storage  of  water  in  tanks  which  were  often 
objectionable,  and  placed  in  situations  where  they  could  not  be  properly 
cleansed — sometimes  within  the  water  closet  or  in  passages  leading  to  or  in 
direct  communication  with  the  water  closet,  and  in  one  or  two  cases  in 
situations  directly  over  ashpits  where  all  kinds  of  refuse  were  deposited. 

Over  2,000  of  these  tanks  were  abolished  in  the  space  of  a few  years,  and 
it  is  now  somewhat  rare  to  meet  with  one.  Eleven  such  tanks  were  abolished 
during  the  year  ; practically  all  the  houses  are  supplied  direct  from  the  main. 

Five  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year. 
Three  from  a farmhouse  at  Galleywood  and  two  from  a new  bungalow  in 
the  same  neighbourhood. 


Four  of  these  samples  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  but  a sample  in 
respect  of  tbe  new  bungalow  was  finally  passed  as  fit  for  domestic  purposes. 
In  the  remaining  instance  other  arrangements  had  to  be  made  to  provide  a 
suitable  supply. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  two  common  lodging  houses  have  been  well  kept  and  improvements 
have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  a good  deal  of  the  bedding  renewed,  &c. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Butchers’  Shops. 


The  slaughterhouses  are  generally  well  and  cleanly  kept.  Contraven- 
tion of  the  Regulations  are  few,  and  the  butchers  are  prompt  to  carry  out 
suggestions  made.

Constant  attention  has  been  given  throughout  the  year,  this  being  most 
important,  but  special  efforts — by  circular  &c.- — were  made  on  the  occasion 
of  Eat  Week  to  enlist  the  co-operation  of  occupiers  and  much  good  work  was 
done  in  consequence. 

Tips,  farms,  food  stores,  &c.,  received  special  attention,  and  I am 
indebted  to  Mr.  Miles,  the  Borough  Engineer,  for  his  active  and  valuable 
co-operation. 


Petroleum  Acts. 

During  the  year  74  licences  to  store  petroleum  and  16  to  store  carbide 
of  calcium  were  granted,  as  against  70  and  16  respectively  in  the  preceding 
year.  Increased  power  has  been  given  to  Local  Authorities  relating  to  trans- 
port and  storage  of  petrol.  A new  schedule  of  fees  has  come  into  operation 
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under  this  legislation,  which  has  resulted  in  a very  large  increase  of  revenue 
to  the  Corporation  from  this  source.  The  bulk  storage  of  petrol  in  under- 
ground tanks  is  largely  taking  the  place  of  can  storage.  The  Eegulations 
have  been  very  well  observed,  and  little  intervention  has  been  necessary  so 
far  as  contraventions  are  concerned.

Samples  have  been  taken  at  intervals  from  all  cowsheds,  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  and  in  cases  where  they  are  adversely  reported 
on,  the  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  district  is  required  to  inspect  the  herd. 

All  milk  traders  selling  milk  in  the  Borough,  although  they  live  outside 
that  area,  have  been  required  to  register.  This  gives  us  a much  better 
control  of  the  supply  to  the  town.
